Angleton emphasized ^:' r &ryTST. rOfzyt ha t ‘CIA officials still 
have strong doubts concerning subject's bona fides. Outwardly, fa© 
has displayed all the characteristics of a legitimate defector. How- 
ever, some of his statements conflict with data already in possession 
of CIA. Since he could be a Soviet plant, CIA feared that the Soviets 
may have been perpetrating some type of operation designed te cmbarrat 
the U. S. Government at the Disarmament Conference :Ln Geneva. This 
could be done by the Soviets announcing to the world that CIA endeav- 
ored to recruit a Soviet member of the delegation. Because of this 
possibility, McCone decided to brief Dean Rusk on 2/4/64.^- ^ 

Angleton stated that the subject already lias furnished 
information concerning Americans who were recruited or who were tar- 
gets for recruitment in Moscow. These Americans would be visitors, 
tourists, and people attached to our embassy.
